Legion Branches 
Many Resolutions 

Provincial Office Deluged 
With Views of Branches Re 
Aliens; Alien Languages, 
Internment, Etc, 


Various branches of the Canadian 
Legion are coming forward with reso¬ 
lutions dealing with treatment of citi¬ 
zens not yet naturalized, those object¬ 
ing to military service and so on. 

According to the .Calgary Herald, 
some of these resolutions are quite 
drastic. 

Blairmore, Coleman and Bellevue 
want immediate internment of aliens 
whose native countries are in conflict 
with Britain. The resolution ‘states 
that in the last war such men worked 
in Pass coal mines. 

“You fellows go to war; we stay 
here and make good money.” This, ac¬ 
cording to the Cadomin branch, is the 
attitude of many unnaturalized resi¬ 
dents of Alberta. It advis«i the pro¬ 
vincial command to “look into the 
matter.” 

The Fairview (Peace River) branch 
would prohibit the use of any enemy 
language in Canada and would pre¬ 
vent the importation into Canada oi 
the printing here of any literature in 
an enemy language. This branch also 
wants an internment camp established 
in the Peace River district. 

The High River branch would go sc 
far as to intern “Hutterites and othei 
communities objecting to military 
service.” 

Wainwright suggests that conscrip¬ 
tion be put in operation if an expedi¬ 
tionary force is otganized. r 

Stettler Ls in favor of compulsory- 
military service and government con¬ 
trol pf “the economic life of the coun¬ 
try.” 

The Morrin branch would impose 
a special tax on aliens, halt war pro¬ 
fiteering and registered all Canadian 
citizens of military age who are physi¬ 
cally fit.

Expect Action On Western Front 
As Nazis and Reds Crush Poldnd 


French and British Expecting 
Big Battle as Germany Sends 
Reinforcements to Siegfried 
Line 


Russia’s occupation of eastern Po¬ 
land has been the final blow to the 
Poles valiant resistance against the 
German military machine and German 
divisions are being rushed from Po¬ 
land to the western front in an effort 
to stem the steady but sure advance of 
the Allies into German territory. Brit¬ 
ish troops have moved into position in 
the area of France’s Maginot line and 
there is a feeling that the Nazis will 
strike hard in the West, perhaps even 
through neutral territory. French 
troops are from one to twelve miles 
deep into German territoy along a 
hundred-mile front. 

Despite the Red Army’s invasion of 
Poland, Russia has declared her inten¬ 
tion of remaining neutral, but entry of 
her armies into Poland was viewed 'a.- 
speeding the task of German divisions 
in the East and making more men mid 
equipment available for defence of the 
West. 

Practically all German shipping has 
been cleared from the seas but Ger¬ 
man submarines are still exacting 
their toll of British ships. Britain's 
loss to date was the aircraft carrier 
Courageous, torpedoed and sunk by a 
German submarine which was itself 
destroyed by warships accompanying 
the aircraft carrier. 579 men are re¬ 
ported as missing oi dead as a result 
of the sinking of the Courageous.

f P. ROCK, a prominent farmer of the Drumheller 

** * district, addressing the Hanna Board of Trade, 
gave his opinion that the government should take over 
all wheat and pay the farmer one dollar a bushel for it. 
He did not want to see the excess profits of the last war 
repeated with wheat rising to $2.50 and $3.00, resulting 
in the overproduction which ended so disastrously in 
post-war years. He believed that a set price should be 
applicable not only to wheat but to all other commodi-. 
ties, in order to avoid profiteering. 

Mr. Rock evidently has in mind a plan by which the 
government will have the benefit of all excess profit m 
order to pay the expenses of war activity. In proposing 
the application of such control to wheat, he is moving 
commendably and unselfishly. But his suggestion of 
$1.00 wheat is only feasible if clothing, foodstuffs, wages 
and machinery were set at a parity with the wheat 
price. If other commodities Were permitted an advance, 
the farmer could not get a liveliehood out of one dollar 
wheat. 

A control of wages and set prices generally on a par¬ 
ity of $1.00 wheat, should be accomplished without 
difficulty. But nationalization of wealth and industry is 
a different matter. Nationalization of land for example 
would be simpler than nationalization of mines, because 
everything removed from mines is permanent depletion 
and loss, whereaF the land renews itself annually. 

But a strict government control of prices, including 
wages, would go a long way to reducing the attractive¬ 
ness of war for a powerful element of the public. 

Most people are opposed to a policy which demands 
the life of the common soldier for $1.30 a day, at the 
same time permitting any element of the civilian public 
to prosper by the fact of war. A farmer rolling in the 
wealth of production of 2000 acres, while men are pro¬ 
tecting him at $1.30 a day, is not a pleasant picture. Nor 
is a pork, or boot or munition baron a pleasant picture. 

It is evident that Mr. Rock would like to arrive at 
some attempt at equality of sacrifice. There is not a 
doubt that the majority of farmers would support him, 
but such sacrifice should neither be accepted nor even 
considered unless all other Canadian commodities are 
held to parity with dollar wheat. If that were done, the 
government should be able to carry out. its “pay-as-you- 
go policy." 


Prices Jumping 


T^TOST people nowadays who value health and sanity 
are trying to keep calm and not involve them¬ 
selves in irritations 'which bring no benefit to anyone. 
But unfortunately, they are confronted with too many 
contradictions, and perhaps they are too suspicious. For 
one example, farmers for "years past have been assured 
that the reason for low prices of primary products is 
over-production. They have been growing so much of 
everything that it is impossible to dis.pose of it abroad 
or domestically, at any reasonable price. 

Now, practically overnight, flour, bacon and such food¬ 
stuffs leap upward in price, and the new story is that 
there has not been overproduction. There must actually 
be a shortage. Otherwise what is the justification for 
such raise in home-grown goods, processed long before 
there was any declaration of war. It is true that the 
government has imposed a tax on some products, but the 
increase in price is considerably higher than the tax im¬ 
posed. 

It can be appreciated that any goods and foodstuffs 
coming from overseas will rise diastically in price as 
months go on. Insurance risks and difficulties of trans¬ 
port will jump the cost. But there seems no reason 
why anything grown in this Dominion should immed¬ 
iately be increased in price beyond the government tax. 
We do not jump from excess production to shortage, 
overnight, without some explanation due the consumer. 
Otherwise the consumer will very icasonably feel that 
he might better clean-up on enemies trom within before 
he concerns himself with enemies thousands of miles 
away. 

It is not believed that the small dealer is to blame for 
any sudden increase in prices. He is in direct contact 
with the public,and is obiliged'to take efery blast of pro¬ 
teat which accompanies a new rise. If he is wise he ap-_ 
predates a good turnover of business and amiable re¬ 
lations with his patrons, rather than smaller sales, big¬ 
ger profits and disgruntled buyers. 

It should be remembered that wages have not been 
increased. Farm returns show only mild improvement. 
But it would appear that there is an element of Cana¬ 
dian industry, avidly seeking excuses to soak the con¬ 
sumer, long before there is any honest reason for do¬ 
ing so. Such men should be imprisoned during the per¬ 
iod of the war and their businesses confiscated.

But the price 
Germany and the Germans had to pay 
was outrageous. , 

Hitler solved unemployment by a 
program of public works and an in- 
tence rearmament program, by build¬ 
ing a huge standing army,.by forcing 
men to labar in the service of the state 
(virtual slavery) by putting political 
enemies and Jewish, contmunist and 
soc.alist job-holdeis in concentration 
camps. 

Although Hitler gave jobs to his 
people, they were expensive jobs. Dur¬ 
ing 19J8 80 per cent, of all building 
and 59 per cent, ot all industrial or¬ 
ders in Germany originated with the 
government. ■ The people paid foi 
these job-creating orders by heavy 
taxation, long hours, low pay, cheap 
foods, and personal freedom. 

The .German people paid by selling 
their birthright, by sacrificing then 
civil rights and liberties, by accepting 
even in foodstuffs, substitutes in place 
of the real thing. 

The Price Paid 

Germany, in six years under Hitler, 
became a nation ot. uniforms, goose- 
stepping to Der Fuehrer’s world-con¬ 
quest tune; a nation where boys ot 
ten are taught to throw hand gren 
ades, where women are regarded as 
breeding machines; a nation where 
private businesses have been confis¬ 
cated outright or crippled by a capi¬ 
tal-tax to pay for Hitler’s Napoleonic 
dreams. 

As Hitler has deceived and cheated 
and lied at home, so has he in the 
world. Whatever scoffers say, the 
world did evince a desire to help Ger¬ 
many to restore herself to her place 
in the world. 

Anyway, Hitler wouldn't accept the 
world’s help, for he cohld not have 
taken it and still attempted his dream 
of world domination. His neuroses 
grew, his mad brain ballooned his de¬ 
lusions of grandeur. 

The great egotist became more ego¬ 
tistical as he climbed on the sinews 
and blood and empty stomachs and 
stupefied brains of the German people. 
Hitler lied and cheated and double- 
crossed in the international arena just 
as he had done at home. So, today, 
Hitlerism is a stench in the nostrils I 
of the world. And the Germany that 
has carried him as Sinbad did the Old 
Man of the Sea, is stained by his evil¬ 
ness.—Kamloops Sentinel.

For tiie past eleven years, complete 
records have been kept at Manyber- 
ries station of the gains of different 
classes of ca(tly. The summer graz¬ 
ing season lias been on an average of 
eight month? and cattle have been 
weighed eoitsistenly during this per¬ 
iod. 

The time at whieli thy highest gains 
are made usually centres on the 
months of June and July, and will 
vary somewhat according to the sea¬ 
son. At this time, the grasses are 
green and (lowering and have their 
highest nutritive value, being partic¬ 
ularly high in protein content. As 
soon as the grasses begin to cure ami 
set seed, there is a gradual reduction 
I in their nutritive value, and there is a 
corresponding decline in the gains 
made by cattle, with the exception of 
calves which are still p on the mothers, 
and a.e receiving a more balanced 
I ration in the form of grass and milk. 

Based on summer grazing at the 
i ate of 40 acres per head, two-year-old 
steers have consistently made higher 
I gain.- than any other class of cattle; 
i the average gain per head for a seven- 
■ year period being 919 pounds. Year¬ 
ling steers were next with an average 
total gain of 922 pounds, \Vhile year¬ 
ling heifers made a gain of t!05 pounds 
per head. These totals give a daily- 
average gain of 1.60 pounds, 1.47 
pounds and.

Arms Embargo Follows Can¬ 
ada’s Declaration of War 


Within an hour of Canada’s declar¬ 
ation of war, tiie United States banner 
.shipments of arms, munitions and im¬ 
plements of war to Canada. 

A special session of congress will 
l»c called this week for revision of tie 
neutrality act. Pressure is expectec 
on the President, to permit arms ex¬ 
ports to nations at war. There is the 
possibility that Canada will continue 
placing orders in United States, will 
delivery contingent upon a change it 
the Act. Canada might become ? 
most valuable base of supplies foi 
Britain. 

Not So Much Credit 

it is expected that United States 
will be much more careful about ex¬ 
tending credit in this war. Treasury- 
officials said the neutrality and John¬ 
son acts forbid rny of the warring 
countries, including Canada and othei 
parts of tiie British commonwealth 
which have declared war, to borrow 
money from individuals or firms in the 
United States. 

I he neutrality act prohibits the pur¬ 
chase by “any person within the l n- 
ited States” of the Securities of a bel¬ 
ligerent country'. The Johnson act 
lines the same in the case of a defaul- 
' ter of Tlebts arising from the first war.

Britain and France, as¬ 
sisted by the Commonwealth and the 
United States, can outlast any Euro¬ 
pean combination, if they conserve 
their resources and use their wits in¬ 
stead of attempting to emulate the 
‘Steam Holler’ which the Russians us¬ 
ed to talk about before the last war. 

“Canada’s contribution will be vital. 
It will consist in the early stages or 
those things which Britain, and France 
have said they needed—ajid so far a 
large expeditionary force, we under¬ 
stand, is not one of them.”

Wilfred Eggleston, special Ottawa 
correspondent, writes to the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald: 

“In Canada there is disappointment 
in some ardent breasts that a vast ex¬ 
peditionary force of infantry has not 
alreadjpbeen got under way. 

It is quite possible that this senti¬ 
mental campaign may do the democ¬ 
racies a dis-service in the long run, 
for reasons which were clearly seen 
many months ago by Liddell Hart, the 
noted military authority. 

“If Canada’s first activities are of 
a relatively undramatic nature and do 
not envisage large-scale manpower 
reinforcements to the democracies, is 
it not the reasonable assumption that 
it is because Canada is embarking up¬ 
on the type of aid Britain and France 
particularly need? The three coun¬ 
tries have been in close touch. There 
has been a long time to discuss the 
most effective means of assistance. 

The mistakes and methods of the 
last war should not be repeated. The 
type of war the British and French 
plan to pursue calls for fewer men, 
but men backed up vastly better by 
equipment, by artillery and shells, by 
fast aeroplanes, by unlimited resour¬ 
ces in the sinews of war.
